In the 
dining hall dishes and tables were 
upset.

‘Troops had troub- 
le- controlling the men, who earlier 
in the excitement, had pitched in and 
aided in rescue work.

Do not get alarmed by do- 
ing this, as any weeds you start ‘in 
the Spring are very easily destroyed 
especially when the weather: is dry.

This is the 
best implement that we have for de- 
stroying small weeds in the Spring. 
When the weeds are first appearing 
in the Spring most cf them come up 
with two small leaves, and this is 
the time when they are the very 
weerkest and the should be harrowed 
es it will destroy them by the million, 
If poscible do this when the sun 's 
shining. If this land is very weedy 
watch-it very carefully, harrow once 
or twice a week if necessary; keep 
this up until the grain coms up 
from the ground; you will do your 
grain no harm as long as it has only 
one spear appearing above ground. 
This will take considerable time and 
you will not be able to put in a great 
big a¢reage, But this is the only 
kind of farming that will pay in’ the 
end, Do not get in a big hurry to 
get your seed in the ground, No 
seed should be sown until the ground 
is ready to receive it, I have seen 
seed nearly a month in the ground 
before it showed any sign of, germin- 
ation, and {tg hayecbeen much 
better if this seéd had ‘been left in 
the grainary for three weeks longer. 
Treat your seed with formaline if 
you have smut or not, it costs very 
little, but it will pay you big = for 
your work. This is the way I he- 
lieve is the best: Treat your grain 
in the eveniny, which you are going 
to use the next day; be sure and use 
plenty of water. If you use it ac- 
cording to directions, you will do your 
seed no harm. After it has been, treat- 
ed, shovel it up in a heap and cover 
with sacks or blankets. There is 
more than one advtanage in using 
this method. You are not only avoid- 
ing getting your grain smutty, but 
you are also sure of getting it 
quickly started in the field. If the

But ‘f you are go- 
ing to summer-fallow part of your 
farm, this ig the way 1 would want 
it done. Dise or cultivate or plow 
shallow ag soon ae you are done 
seeding; harrow, float, or pack this 
land “right after the plow. This will 
start nearly all your weeds on top of 
the soil, Let the weeds gct a good 
start, but be very sure that none are 
going to seed. Plow this land good 
the last part of June og first part 
of July. Harrow, float or pack again 
this is very important as small weed 
seed will not start germination (ny 
loose and dry goil. Keep a watch on 
this land all summer. Po not let 
the weeds get apy bigger than you 
are sure you can destroy them all 
by discing or eultivating, and every 
time you are degtroyipg one erop of 
weeds. you are starting a new erop 
growing, if you keep your land firm, 
There may be some farmers who will 
say that this is too much work, but 
if I were renting my farm out, I 
would have it down in the lease, in 
black and white to summer fallow 
my land this way, and would be sure

Ef your land is too rich and will not 


veted field, Any of the shores that 
are owned by the Government will 
be taken care of by men hired for 
the same purpose an the cost — will 
have to be charged to the Govern- 
ment. The chemical was used by 
many farmers last year, and as far 
as I am able to find out, worked very 
satisfactorily in many places. I have 
no instructions to recommend it to 
you, but if you are going to use it 
go over your thistles very carefully, 
and be gure they are all sprayed;

times during tthe summer. Start 
to spray before they come out in| 
flower, as that is the time they start 
to get very dangerous. The seed 
from a perennial Sow Thistle will 
grow after it has been out in flower 
for nine days, But I will recommend 
where the patches are large to keep 
your land absolutely black for one | 
year. hig is the surest and best | 
way known, The plans I have just 
laid down will be carried out as far 
as it is possible to do. But I realize| 
that without your co-operation it will 
almost be impossible to do it. 

Weed inspection is a protection for 
the clean and careful fuimer and I! 
ask the hearty co-operation from all 
farmcre and others who are interest- 
ed in the destruction of noxious weeds.

Semi-official quarte:s at Simla be- 
lieve that the Viceroy’s latest action 
in renewing the Bengal Ordinance 
should assist greatly in stemming the 
rising tide of terrorism. The. ordin- 
ance contains amendments to the 
Bengal criminal law, and was passed 
in 1925 to deal with an emergency 
situation. Bengal anarchists are 
comparatively few, but are well or- 
ganized.

Shortsighted Policy of 3 
Our Police Department 


Since the new edict bas been issued 
to the police force of our town to 
@et busy and earn their own way, it 
behooves everyone in the vicinity tv 
do some deep thinking before coming 
into town. There are about twenty- 
seven different ways in which an auto 
driver can make himself liable to th- 
jaw. He may park on the wron.; 
side, turn a corner a little off centre, 
turn jin the street, run on the wrong 
side of he street, park too close to 
a theatre or a corner, come close to 
a fire plug, and any number of other 
ways. We are informed that our 
policeman has been instructed to 
carry out the haw to the letter, re- 
gardless of how trivial the offence 
in the hcpe that the police depart- 
ment of the town will be enriched, 
and the policeman given an oppor- 
tunity to show that his existence is 
necessary, and just because Red Deer 
has made a pretty good record in 
fines, 

There is nothing in this world that 
will hurt a town more than an offic- 
ious police officer. It is in his pow- 
er to cause more petty inconvenience 
to citizens than we know of, and with 
the backing of the police committee 
he can surely be expected to go the 
limit—and is doing so. In nine. cases 
out of tén a warning is all that is 
7 for the average citizen. 

Of course, if it is the intention of 
the police department to keep peopie 
away from the town, they are ta be 
congratulated on the scheme. But 
we think the few dollars that the de- 
partment will secure in fines will 


compensate only in a very small way | 


for the business the town will }-< if 
the scheme is pereisted in. 


Lacombe should be too big to toler- | 


ate this ‘‘small town” stuff. 


There’s Hope 
For V ictims 


Under the impression that the low- 
est fine under the Motor Vehicle Act 
for not producing Driver’s licence 
when asked to do so by an officer of 
the law, the magistrate who tried 
the cases of the several Lacombe cit- 
izens captured in the dastardly act 
by our Town Conetable a few days 
ago, imposed what he thought was 
the minimum fine. It turns out that 
the government saw the injustice of 
the heavy penalty of $5.00 for a little 
ubsentmindedness, and at the recent 
session amended the Act as follows: 
‘‘Amy person failing to produce his 
driver’s licence when demanded by 
any police officer or any inspector, 


sha]l upon. summary conviction be 
liable to a penalty of not less than 
one dollar and not more than $5 and 
costs. ’” 

So there is a good chance that the 
recent victims may obtain a draw- 
back of four dollars on their fines. 
And in our opinion there is alco a 
drawback coming on constable’s fees 
charged. When several cases are 
tried at the same time, we do not 
think the law provides that a con- 
sbable’s court attendance fee _ be 
charged against each separate de- 
fendant. So another dollar or 23 may 
be refunded to the victims. 

And we would like to remark 
again that we do not think it the 
business of Lacombe’s Constable to 
take unnecessarily active part in do- 
ing the work properly belonging to 
the Alberta Provincial Pclice. If 
Lacombe cannot find enough work 
to keep our force busy without still 
hunting for petty crimes among our 
citizens, it is time to reduce the 
force. Our citizens-are paying heavy 
enough taxes as it is, and if it is a 
scheme to make the police earn their 
way by fines imposed upon a long 
suffering public, we do not think 
those responsible are showing very 
great wisdom. We all have troubles 
enough as it is. ; 

We have taken this matter up with 
the Attorney-General and will possib- 
ly have some information on the sub- 
ject next week. 


Ridiculous 
Penalties 


Last week the police got busy and 
checked up on all autos coming into 
Lacombe, and were successful in cap- 
turing a host of desperadoes without 
driver's licenses on their 
These unfortune victims, everyone 
of whom had driver’s licences, but 
who, on changing their clothes for 
a holiday, left them in their work-a- 
day garments, or vice versa, were 
hailed before the magistrate and 
fined $5.00 and costs, which amount- 
ed to all told $9.50. 

Ali the victims of 


this cleanup 


were well known Lacombe citizens, | 


and the changes against them were 
laid by Lacombe’ town constable. It 
does nof seem quite feir that La- 
combe should take on the work of the 
Provincial Pelice force. 

While there may be justice in see- 
ing that this law is carried out, the 
fine and costs imposed are out of all 


persons. | 


that the fact that they had purchas- 
ed a licence was sufficient, and were 
not aware that they had to have 
them on their person at all times, 
There is nothing to this effect print- 
ed on the Jicence, as in other prov- 
inces, and appears only in the Motor 
Vehicle Act, which not one out of a 
thousand of our citizens ever see. 

The Motor Association should take 
up the matter of the amount of fines 
imposed for trivial infractions of the 
Act, with the Attorney-General, and 
see that fines in proportion to the 
crime be set, or leave it in the hands 
of the magistrates to impose such 
fines as seemed sufficient. 


LEAVING GANDHI AT LIBERTY 


The surprise that Gandhi expressed 
over his still being at liberty has 
been shared by most of us. It looked 
like a very strange proceeding to 
arrest lange numbers of his follow- 
ers and not take any action against 
the leader of the movement. The 
euthorities, we are told, believe that 
that the situation would become worse 
through his arrest, as it would create 
much sympathy for him and that his 
influence is lessened by his being al- 
lowed to remain at large. This may 
be true but a policy of distinguis)- 
‘ing between violators of the law is 
always perilous. 

Two weeks ago, when the civil 
| disobedience campaign had just com- 
menced, Gandhi declared that the 
only imtenpretation which he  cculd 
put upon the failure to interfere with 
it was that ‘‘the British government, 
powerful as it is, ig sensitive to 
| to world opinion, which would not 
| tolerate the repression of the  ex- 
| treme political agitation which civil 
disobedience is, so long as the diso- 
bedience remains civil and therefore 
necessarily non-violent.’’ Though in 
the meanwhile stronger measures of 
repression have been adopted, he can 
| still mike this claim so long as he 
| is himself left alone. That he has 
' plenty of sympathizer outside of 
| India cannot of course be denied. 
‘There is no evidence, however, that 
the great body of world opinion ap- 
| proves of what he is doing, or that 
| anything is to be feared from it by 
| those in charge of Indian adminis- 
| tration. 
| While his intention may be to a-oid 
| violence, it is manifestly impos.-dle 
| to let loose such forces ¢: he has 
| done without violence being resonted 
to in many quarters. This is recog- 
nized by some of his warmest admir- 
ers, who have counselled him against 
initiating hie present campaign. He 
has been represented as a saint and 
there is no doubt that he has made 
| lange sacrifices for the sake of his 
ideas. But Lord Willingdon’s view 
|will be generally ‘approved that 
‘‘there is nothing particularly saint-
